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SAVED FROM THE LAKE- 


Efforts to Readjust Them it the Lead­ 
ing Feature of Trade—Woolen Mills 
Close to W ait For Orders—Failures 
For the W eek Are More Than For 
This Time Last Year. 


New York, Nov. 9 —R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“It has been a broken week, and just 
oefore and after elections in the most 
important states operations rarely have 
significance. Business may be largely 
affected in time, but as yet there is 
scarcely any indication what the effect 
will be. 
The controlling power at 
present is the effort to readjust prices 
after the remarkable rise of last sum­ 
mer in important materials and prod­ 
ucts, with the strugle of great combina­ 
tions to prevent decline. 
“The purchase of competing interests 
now gives the H. C. Frick company 
ownership of 11,686 out of 17,934 coke 
ovens in the Connellsville region, and 
practical control of more than three- 
quarters, and an advance in the price of 
coke to $2 is expected, as the Carnegie 
company has been buying up supplies 
at low prices for months in advance. 
“Yet the price of Bessemer pig is 
lower, $14.75 to Pittsburg, and billets 
are lower, because there is scarcely any 
demand for rails at the combination 
price; structural contracts are but few, 
and the demand for wire and wire nails 
has been curtailed by the nail trust’s 
advance of price 176 per cent in four 
months. Large Western and Eastern 
orders for cars help the demand for 
bar, but finished products are generally 
sold below quotations, which are now 
lower than they were two months ago. 
Copper is a shade weaker at 11.75 
cents for lake, with slow buying; tin 
a fraction lower at 14.55 cents, with 
the visible supply 27,675 tons, against 
22,737 a year ago, but lead is a trifle 
lower at 3.3 cents. The anthracite com­ 
bination seems ready to make higher 
prices. 
“Many woolen mills are 
closing to 
wait for orders, though the demand is 
fairly satisfactory 
for some dress 
goods and worsteds, and the Washing­ 
ton mills open clay worsteds at IO cents 
advance. But prices of these and most 
qualities of woolens are still uncertain, 
for manufacturers do not know yet 
what they have to meet. The reaction 
from speculative prices of wool abroad, 
and the stiffness of speculative and 
country holders here, reduce sales to 
5,621,350 pounds for the week, against 
8,215,000 for the same week of 1892, but 
stocks of foreign wool bere are very 
large. 
“Cotton mills do well, as the halt and 
hesitation in cotton does not stop buy­ 
ing of goods, and many believe goods 
safe at current prices, even if cotton is 
not. The market for raw cotton is held 
at 8.81 cents, in spite of a highly re­ 
spectable estimate of only 6,435,000 
bales for the year. Even at that the 
supply of 9,400,000 would be more than 
enough, but other estimates are much 
higher. 
“Wheat falls back with great reluct­ 
ance from its summer rise of 20 cents, 
but has declined 1% cents for the week, 
Western receipts being 8,019,910 bush­ 
els, against 3,845,032 for the same week 
last year. Belief in a crop much small­ 
er than last year’s has to resist actual 
receipts of 45,725,368 bushels in six 
weeks, against 30,446,005 last year, and 
Atlantic exports have been only 9,093,- 
424 bushels, flour included, against 13,- 
347,619 last year. The reports of win­ 
ter wheat from some states are also bet­ 
ter. Corn comes forward largely, re­ 
ceipts being more than double last 
year’s, and nearly a million bushels 
went abroad. The rapid marketing of 
supplies of wheat from Russia and Ar­ 
gentine, and the larger exports of corn 
from this country, both tend to lessen 
the future demand for American wheat. 
“Failures for the week have been 280 
in the United States, against 261 last 
year, and 49 in Canada, against 42 last 
year.’’ 


Crew of the Foundered Steamer Missoula 
Arrive at Sault Ste. Marie. 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Nov. 9.—The 
long overdue -steamer Missoula foun­ 
dered on Lake Superior last Saturday 
night, after drifting about in a disabled 
condition for two days. The crew took 
to the lifeboats and saved themselves, 
finally landing on the north shore of the 
lake. 
Captain William Williams and 
four men reached here late last night 
in a small sailboat. The tug Booth left 
here this morning to bring the rest of 
.he crew to this port. Following is a list 
of those who were on board the vessel, 
as far as can be learned: Captain Wil­ 
liam A. Williams, master, Cleveland; 
First Mate Joseph Gorman, residence 
unknown; Engineer Peter Lamar, resi­ 
dence unknown; Samuel Richmond, 
passenger, Port Arthur, Ont.; John 
Dane, watchman; LingCutberg, wheels­ 
man, Ashtabula; William Kutz, wheels­ 
man, Ashtabula; ----- Lamar, fireman; 
Thomas Brooks, steward, Cleveland; 
William Nesbit, lookout, Sarnia. 
At 9 o’clock Saturday night all hands 
took to the boats. All night long the 
shipwrecked men drifted on Lake Su­ 
perior in the freezing cold, and it was 
not until Sunday afternoon that they 
reached the shore. It is stated by the 
men that the Missoula had sixteen of a 
crew and one passenger, and that no 
one suffered severely from the exposure 
in the drifting wreck or in the open 
boats. The steamer went down soon 
after she was 
abandoned, 
and the 
wreckage reported at Michipicoten is­ 
land undoubtedly came from her.

Becomes 
Alaskan 
Boundary 
Dispute 
M'-re Complicated. 
Washington, Nov. 9.—The state de­ 
partment will today receive the inform­ 
ation which it has been anxiously 
awaiting with regard to the precise 
point at which the 141st meridian, the 
boundary line between Alaska and 
British Columbia, crosses the Yukon 
river and the Forty Mile creek mining 
country. Gen. Duffield, chief of the 
coast and geodetic survey, will report 
the boundary line established by the 
Canadian surveyor, with Ogilvie, en­ 
croaches too far on United States terri­ 
tory by only 22% feet at his monument 
on the creek, and by only 20 feet at 
his mark on the Yukon river. This up­ 
sets the theory which has hitherto been 
advanced by officials of the coast and 
geodetic survey that the mouth of For­ 
ty Mile creek was in Alaska. It ren­ 
ders doubly necessary the final deter­ 
mination of the location of the 141st 
meridian throughout its entire extent, 
and the sending of American law of­ 
ficers into the country early in 
the 
spring. Nine-tenths of the miners who 
will seek to reach the upper waters of 
Forty Mile creek will have to pass 
through Canadian territory, and, unless 
the whole line is determined, brawls 
and bloodshed will inevitably ensue. 


Discussion Over the Uses to Which the 
General Fund Should Be Put—Rule 
Forbidding the Granting of More 
Than $io,ooo Set Aside—Limitation 
May Be Wiped Out. 


Chicago, Nov. 9.—Bishop Merrill of 
Chicago presided at yesterday’s ses­ 
sion of the bishops and clergymen of 
the Methodist church, who form the 
general committee on church extension. 
Dr. McConnell read the list of the con­ 
ferences, with the amounts that each 
conference is authorized to receive from 
the board of church extension and the 
amount asked from it for the work 
of the board. The richer conferences 
are expected to follow the rule that it 
is more blessed to give than to receive, 
while the poorer conferences by casting 
a little bread upon the waters receive 
it back many fold. Before any action 
could be taken on this report a lively 
and prolonged discussion was provoked 
over another issue. On motion of Dr. 
Kynett $50,000 had been set aside by 
the committee as a contingent fund to 
pay interest on loans and on bonds on 
which churches to which the loans had 
been made had defaulted payment. As 
the money to make the loans had been 
borrowed in the first place, the commit­ 
tee thought it necessary to take the 
money from the conference collections 
to pay this interest. 
Dr. T. B. Neeley of Philadelphia took 
the floor to enter a vigorous protest 
against such use of the general fund, 
declaring that it would be illegal. The 
loan fund, he insisted, should take care 
of itself. The general committee had 
no right to set apart $50,000 from money 
to which the conferences were entitled 
for church extension to pay old debt* 
His proposition to reconsider the vote 
of the previous day was overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated, however, and the con­ 
sideration of the conference appropri­ 
ations was resumed. 
The rules of the board of church ex­ 
tension forbid it from granting aid to 
churches costing over $10,000. Permis­ 
sion from the general committee is nec­ 
essary to the granting of aid in such 
cases, 
but 
the 
general 
committee 
seemed ready to make the rule one 
more honored in the breach than in the 
observance. 
In nearly all cases re­ 
ferred to the committee it recommended 
wiping out the limitation. 
Dr. Kynett read the proposed report 
which will be made to the general con­ 
ference of the church, which will be 
held in May, 1896, at Cleveland, O. 
The first business of the meeting this 
morning is the consideration of this re­ 
port. 


In a Letter Written to a Milwaukee 
Friend He Says That No Strike Ex* 
ists—Terre Haute 
Labor Unions 
Plan a Reception in His Honor— 
Genera Labor News. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 9.—According 
to Eugene V. Debs, president of the 
American Railway union, who is now 
confined in the 
Woodstock jail, no 
strike has been declared on the Great 
Northern system and none is likely to 
be declared. 
This statement is con­ 
tained in a personal letter from Debs, 
written in Woodstock jail Thursday 
night, and received by a prominent 
member of the order in this city yes­ 
terday. Debs writes that the Milwau­ 
kee members may feel no concern as 
to the trouble on the Great Northern 
system. “Brother Keliher,” he writes, 
“advises me that no strike has been 
declared and that none is likely to be 
declared. There has been local trouble 
at three or four points, but nothing of 
a general character in which the Amer­ 
ican Railway union is involved. There 
could be no strike unless authorized by 
the men themselves, and this has not 
been done.’’ 


Saltan Menaced on All Sides. 
Constantinople, Nov. 9.—The situa­ 
tion here is critical, and war either 
from the outside or internal, or both, 
would not be a surprise to any of the 
well-informed of the court circle. The 
ambassadors of the powers do not re­ 
gard the new Turkish ministry with 
favor. 
It is not expected to last long 
and it is not thought that it will be able 
to do anything practical toward clear­ 
ing the political atmosphere. The sul­ 
tan had to do something, so he changed 
his grand vizier and turned over his 
cabinet. 
He may have gained some 
time by so doing, but that seems to be 
about all.

Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 9.—The Speed 
Home for Friendless Children on East 
Madison avenue, near Lexington, was 
destroyed by an incendiary fire yes­ 
terday. 
The inmates all escaped. 
Since last Saturday eight attempts have 
been made to burn the building. The 
police have been at work on the case 
night and day, but failed to find the 
slightest clew to the incendiary. The 
twenty-seven girl inmates were rescued 
without injury and two of them were 
suspected of being incendiaries. 
On 
being closely questioned the police do 
not think the girls at the bottom of the 
affair. Beyond this there is absolutely 
no clew to the mystery.

OPERATORS WIN ARBITRATION. 


Pennsylvania Coal Miners Work for 04 
Cents a Ton. 
Columbus, O., Nov. 9.—Judge Little 
of Xenia, who was chosen to arbitrate 
the basis of wages for mining in Ohio, 
has found in favor of the operators. 
The mining scale in Ohio is determined 
by the prevailing rate in Western Penn­ 
sylvania. The miners claimed 69 cents 
was the prevailing rate, and the oper­ 
ators claimed it was 64 cents. It was 
shown that seven-tenths of the coal pro­ 
duced in Western Pennsylvania was 
mined at 64 cents, and Judge Little held 
that was the prevailing rate. Only the 
operators having their own stores pay 
69 cents in Western Pennsylvania. On 
the basis of the arbitration the rate- in 
Ohio will be advanced from 51 to 55 
cents a ton. 


Big Reception to Debs Planned. 
Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 9.—The lo­ 
cal trades unions have been informally 
arranging for a reception of E. V. Debs 
on his return borne, with the intention 
Of making a demonstration that would 
surprise the people because unan­ 
nounced. This plan has been dropped 
in a degree and a meeting of represen­ 
tatives of all trades was beld last night, 
when committees were appointed and 
money appropriated for a reception on 
a big scale.

man’s advanced age, he has not been 
able to rally from the 
shock. 
Mr. 
Thurman was not much worse Saturday 
or Sunday, and Drs. Loving and Whit­ 
aker thought that he would soon re­ 
cover much of his vigor. On Wednes­ 
day of this week he was much 
im­ 
proved. 
Mr. Thurman took a relapse 
Thursday and began rapidly to 
de­ 
cline. The bruise on the hip is only an 
incident, for the “Old Roman” is sim­ 
ply dying of old age, and his death is 
only a question of a few hours. Judge 
Thurman will be 82 years of age if he 
lives until Nov. 13. He has not been 
out of his house for several months, 
though he expressed a wish to be 
heard from his porch during the last 
campaign. This wish it was not thought 
prudent to 
gratify, because of Mr. 
Thurman’s advanced age, and the meet ­ 
ing was not held. The aged ex-senator 
has hardly left his library since his 
beloved “Mary” died four years ago. 
These two had been companions for 
fifty years, and he hardly survived the 
shock of her death. 
His books have 
been his almost constant companions, 
and his friends have been expecting 
every day to hear that the battle of life 
life was ended.

gaining foreign trade, and are buying 
more abroad than we sell. 
We have had quite enough of such 
a tariff law. The sooner it is amended 
the better. 


E M P T Y P O C K E T BOOKS VOTED.

HORSES BECAME UNMANAGE­ 
ABLE ON MADISON AVENUE. 


Team Evidently Jumped In Front of

the brake chaine; extinguishing the 
head light aud doing other damage. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lay came to 
Janes­ 
ville to do some shopping yesterday 
afternoon. 
Their last stopping place 
was a t Dunn Brothers store where 
they made some purchases and then 
starthd for home. 
The team which is 
said to have been an exceptionally 
spirited one, become frightened a t 
som ething aud 
started to run. 
Mr. 
Lay apparently 
could not control 
them , it was said they were running 
a t a rapid rate. 
S tree tc ar No. 4 in 
charge of Motorman Lynch was re ­ 
turning from its cemetery trip. When 
it was but tw enty feet distant Lynch 
saw the team come plunging toward 
him. 
He set the brake but almost be 
fore he could tw ist it up 
tight the 
crash came. 
T h ro w n U nder th e W heels. 
Thus it will be seen, the collision 
was rather a glancing one, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Lay were supposedly hurled 
from the seat by the 
shock. 
The 
wagon was pushed to one side aud the 
uninjured horse escaped in the dark­ 
n e s s . 
Mr. and Mrs. Lay, as far as 
anybody can tell, fell on the ground 
ahead of the oar, and an instant later, 
the cruel wheels were grinding their 
life out.

had been riding to the cemetery every 
night for a year. 
M je r T ells H ts S tory 
Andrew Myer, who lives a mile past 
the cemetery, was the first man a t the 
scene of the accident.

asked for a ride. 
The driver slacked 
up, but as witness didn’t run,

Myer said the car started up a little 
while they were looking for the bodies 
and Lynch jum prd on the platform 
and stopped it. 
W. R. Proudfoot told of going to 
the scene of the wreck.

th a t the headlight switch was still on 
showing th at the light must have been 
burning.

was also evidence 
th a t the blake had been set. 
Lynch 
told witness th a t he did not see the 
wagon until it was w ithin tw enty 
feet of him. 
In answer to a question 
he said the car wheels were all pro­ 
tected by guards. 
Dr. Loomis and several other w it­ 
nesses were also sworn and a t noon 
the Inquest was adjourned until 3 
o’clock. 
The inquest was adjourned a t noon 
until 2 o’clock this afternoon, and at 
th at time another adjournm ent was 
t«„ken until Wednesday m orning at IO 
o’clock.
